2. The final draft of this bill, together 
with necessary supporting material, is virtually com- 
pleted, and will be forwarded to you prior to 15 
December. 

>. Ibis proposed bill is substantially the 
same as S. 2688 (Report So. 1302) and Its companion 
measure H.B. 5$71 (Report Bo. 1853) of the Eightieth 
Congress. S. 2688 was considered quite adequate, 
and it was passed by the Senate on 19 June 1948. 
Although unanimously- approved by the Armed Services 
Committee in the Bouse, it passed the Senate too late 
to reach a vote In the Bouse prior to adjournment. 

In the subsequent months, certain additional provi- 
sions have suggested themselves, and these are being 
added to the current draft.
